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Qualifying underway for 


upcoming Democratic primary 


The Coffee County Democratic 
Executive Committee met Saturday 
morning to begin qualifying candid- 
ates for the various offices up for 
election during the current political 
year. Also on the agenda was the 
selection of officers for the county 
executive committee. 

Named to head the party organi- 
zation within the county was current 
chairman, Jackson W. (Bill) Stokes. 
Mark Jordan of Enterprise was. 
named vice chairman. Jean Spurlin 
was re-elected to the office of 
treasurer and John W. Sharpless will 
again serve as secretary. 

The committee is accepting can- 
didates for all seven commission 
seats, the Probate Judge, three 
school board seats (two existing and 
one new) and constables. Qualifying 
fees are as follows: Judge - $800, 
commissioners - $300, school board - 
$50 and constable - $25. 


Probate Judge Marion Brunson is 
the only person to qualify in that 
position, He was the first person to 
put forth the qualifying fees 
Saturday morning but was quickly 
followed by a host of candidates, In 
all Saturday there were twelve can- 
didates who qualified Saturday, 
Three more followed before press 
time this week, 

There are seven commission 
seats in Coffee County and _in- 
incumbents face election at the same 
time, Two of the incumbents have 


qualified this year as Republicans 
and will seek re-election as full 
fledged Republicans. They are Sid 
Averett, District 6 and Bill Faulk, 
District 7, Both are Enterprise 
districts, 

District 1 has drawn the most 
interest, with four candidates, in- 
cluding the incumbent seeking the 
seat. Commissioner James  E. 
(Jimmy) Bryan Jr. is being challeng- 
ed by Jim DuBose, F. Doug Harrel- 
son and Leon Smart. Smart has been 
a candidate previously and the other 
two are newcomers to the political 
arena. 

Billy Eagerton is facing no oppo- 
sition at press time as he reaches for 
his third term on the county commi- 
ssion in District 2. 

Robert Stephens, the incumbent 
in District 3 is challenged by Elba 
City Council member Malcolm 
Davis. Davis was appointed to fill the 
vacant seat on the city council when 
Stephens was named by Governor 
Wallace to the county commission, 

Eugene Bradley is the incumbent 
commissioner in District 4. He is 
seeking re-election and is challenged 
by former commissioner Marvin 
Bowden. Bradley has served two 
terms and was unopposed four years 
ago. 

District 5, the one that stretches 
from just outside Elba through New 
Brockton and into Enterprise is 
presently held by first time commi- 
ssioner Damascus Crittenden Jr. He

Griffith explained to the commission 
that when it filed an application for a

the quality of hogs at the stockyard before a recent sale, 


has qualified for re-election and at 
press time is unopposed. 

District 6 will not have a Demo- 
cratic incumbent running, as he 
switched to the Republican Party. 
Presently only Wendell Hughes is 
running for the Democratic nom- 
ination in that district. 

Number 7 does not have a 
Democratic candidate at press time, 
again because of the incumbent 
changing to the Republican Party. 

Three seats on the Coffee County 
School Board will be selected this 
year also. Two incumbents will be up 
for re-election if they choose to seek 
another term, Harold Carroll and Bill 
Boland are winding down their terms 
and must fact the voters again. 
Neither had qualified at_presstime. 
The other seat up before the voters 
this year is an additional seat, one of 
two opened up as a settlement of a 
federal court suit. It will have the 
same district lines as the County 
Commission District 5. Ruben 
McKinnon qualified this week for the 
seat. Another seat on the board will 
Open’ up at a later date to continue 
the policy of staggered terms for 
school board members. 

Both county commissioners and 
school board members will be elect- 
ed this year under a new plan 
whereby the candidates are voted on 
only by the registered voters who 
live in their respective districts. 

Marion Brunson, who is seeking 
his second term in the office of 
Probate Judge, will see the duties of 
the office change at the beginning of 
the next administration. Regardless 
of who is elected in November for 
that position, the Probate Judge will 
no longer serve as chairman of the 
county commission. The court decree 
that settled a federal lawsuit and 
increased the commissioners to 
seven also decreed they would select 
their own chairman from the elected 
commissioners, That will take effect 
the day the newly elected commiss- 
ioners take office,

Farmers’ Livestock Co-op ranked tops 


The sales figures for livestock in 
the state of Alabama were released 
recently, and topping the list of 14 
selling points in the state for the sale 
of hogs was the Farmers’ Livestock 
Co-op, located in Elba and managed 
by Chris Sessions. 

‘We have always sold a lot of 
hogs and feeder pigs here in Elba 
because we try to treat everyone fair 
and treat them like we appreciate 
their business - because we do," 
Stated Sessions, 

‘*There are 14 hog markets in the 
State and the closest one to Elba is in 
Opp. Last year we sold 33,688 hogs 
at the co-op, while Abbeville ranked 
second with total sales of 24,000, 
There aren't as many producers as in 
years past, but the number of hogs is 
Steady and I expect the numbers to 


£0 up slightly this summer,"’ 

**We have several hog producers 
in Coffee County and across south 
Alabama,’ added Sessions, ‘while 
we have farmers from Montgomery 
County and all the way up to the 
state line that will bring their hogs to 
the sales, The biggest buyers of the 
feeder pigs come from Georgia, 
Florida, Mississippi, Tennessee and 
of course, Alabama,” 

While the local stockyard is tops 
in hog sales, it ranks down the list in 
Sales of cattle and Sessions reported 
that in coming months it is hoped 
that the cattle market will increase, 

“We sold a total of 12,000 cattle 
last year,’’ reported Sessions, ‘tand 
we are trying to build a good market 
for cattle in this area, There is a good 
market for cattle and we hope that 
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soon we can be a source for area 
cattlemen to buy and sell their 
stock,"’ 

Many stockyards are individually 
owned and operated; however, the 
local facility is owned by over 1,500 
members of the Farmers’ Livestock 
Co-op, and at the end of the year the 
members share the profits with 
dividends, 

“We're one of the few coopera- 
tives in the area,"’ stated Sessions, 
“and we feel that by being a co-op 
the sellers and producers both know 
that we're going to be fair and treat 
them like the owners of the co-op 
would like to be treated, because 
many of the producers are farmers 
too,’”’

The Coffee County Commission 
became a two-party board last week 
when commissioners Sid Averett and 
Bill Faulk both announced that they 


-ssad left the Democratic Party and 


qualified to seek re-election as 
members of the Alabama Republican 
Party. 

Both incumbents will appear: on 
the November general election ballot 
in the county commission races and 
face any Democratic challengers that 
qualify and are chosen during the 
June Democratic primary. 

In making his announcement, 
Commissioner Averett stated, ‘‘The 
Democratic Party left me a long time 
before I decided to leave the 
Democratic Party!’’ 

“The majority of the people in 
this state resent party leaders telling 
them who they can and can’t vote 
for,’’ said Averett, ‘tand I feel the 
Democratic Party is destroying itself. 


“I feel the goals of the Republi- 
can Party are more worthy to pursue 
and | think a candidate for public 
office has a much better future as a 
member of a party on the move than 
one going backwards. 

“I feel good about running as a 
Republican and running on my 
record as a county commissioner. I 
seek the Republicans, Democrats 
and independents to give me their 
support and help return me toa seat 
on the commission,”’ 

Commissoner Bill Faulk stated 
that he felt he could best serve the 
people of his district and all Coffee 
County as a Republican and _ re- 
ported, ‘*‘We have a Republican 
governor in this fine state and I think 
I can get more done for Coffee 
County as a fellow Republican. 

**Back when we had a Democratic 
governor we also had legislators who 
carried a lot of clout at the capitol, 


but with a Republican now in the 
gzovernor’s office, I feel times have 
changed and I have changed with 
them.”’ 

“T began to have a falling out 
with the heads of the Democratic 
Party back months ago,’’ Stated 
Faulk, ‘tand when party leaders can 
tell fellow officeholders what to do 
and what to say, I can’t goalong with 
it. 

“I’m not about to go and say all 
Democrats are bad or evil -- I simply 
studied the matter at great length 
and decided that at my age I couldn't 
lead the move to change the

School Board approves band trip 


The Elba School Board pave 
approval last Thursday for the Elba 
High School band to begin raising 
funds for a 1989 trip to the Bahamas. 
Band director Gary Bradley told 
board members he hoped to take 130 
band members on the trip, leaving 
April 28 and returning May 1, All 
this will give the band over a year to 
raise the funds, 

Bradley estimated it would cost 
between $375 and $400 for each 
student taking the trip for a total of 
about $50,000. He said he and the 
band boosters hoped to raise enough 
money that no child would be left at 
home for lack of money, 

Any fund-raising event for this 
project must be coordinated with 
Supt. C.W, Crews, 

Bradley explained the various 
bands would perform both on board 
the ship enroute and after reaching 
the Bahamas, 

Board member Stan Marsh 
Opposed the decision to send the 
band to the Bahamas, 


A change in school board policy 
was aproved, It simply reads that 
payday will be on the last day of the 
month, unless the last calendar day 
falls on Saturday or Sunday, and 
then payments will be made on the 
preceding Friday. Previously the 
rules had been read to mean the last 
working day of the month which 
could be Dec, 18 because of the 
Christmas holidays, 

Crews explained to board 
members that the money wasn’t 
received by the superintendent's 
Office until later in the month and the 
money often just wasn’t there for 
this payment, 

The board approved purchase of 
a larger handicapped bus, heard the 
results of an energy audit and 
approved bids on some vocational 
equipment. A suggested calendar 
for school next year was discussed by 
the board, No decision will be made 
until teachers have reviewed the 
proposal and suggested any needed 
changes, 


County board hears court update 


The Coffee County Board of 
Education held its regular scheduled 
monthly meeting on Monday, March 
14, at 7 p.m. in Elba and heard 
reports on three lawsuits involving 
the board, 

Attorney Jim Weatherford stated 
that the Dilliard case, which resulted 


in the board going to a seven- 
member panel, was over as far as the 
county was concerned, and reported 
that while the case was still legallly

The fire department had request- 
ed the city to take bids on fire coats 
and pants for 22 firemen. They will 
be paid for from the county tobacco 
tax money that is earmarked for fire 
departments. Three bids were 
returned; however, a firm called 
Sunbelt Fire submitted a ‘no bid." 

The apparent successful bidder 
was Harry Harless Co,, with a bid of 
$5,980. The only other bid was by 
10-8 and was for $6825.50. The 
council voted to accept the low bid if 
it met the specifications of the bid 
request, This would be decided by 
fire department officers who had 
worked up the bid requests. 

Bills totaling $13,400.16 were 
approved for payment. Mayor Bob 
English noted that seven items made 
up over $9,000 of this total, They 
were tires, sewer solvent, truck 
repair, asphalt, sewer pipe, lawn- 
mower repair and insurance, 

English told council members 
that the term of Dr, Bill Cowart on 
the Elba School Board had expired 
and he didn’t desire to be re- 
appointed, An appointment for this 
position will be made at the next 
council meeting, according to 
English, and he wanted council 
members to be prepared with 
recommendations. 

Also a priority for paving of city 
Streets will be set up at the next 
meeting and English urged the 
council members to check out the 
city streets and be prepared for this 
decision, 


There is no state money available 
for sidewalk work, English told the 
council and the proposal for getting 
state help on putting a sidewalk up 
Claxton Avenue wil' have to be donje 
Claxton Avenue will have to be done 
with city funds, 

Police Chief John White told the

Dear Editor, 

It disturbs us greatly that the 
fishing situation in Pea River has 
decreased greatly over the past few 
years. The river, long a source of 
pride and good catches for local and 
non-local fishermen, recently has 
forced them to do their fishing 
elsewhere, This is a shame because 
the river could be a great resource to 
Elba and _ surrounding Coffee 
County. 

We the members of SeaBass 
(Southeast Alabama Bass Associa- 
tion) and Po Boy Bass Clubs of Elba 
are in the process of getting the river 


back in good fishing condition. We* 


have already made many improve- 
ments, such as cleaning out channels 
for larger bass boats, cleaning out 
the boat ramp several times, insert- 
ing fish attractors, and stocking the 
river with fish from our tournaments. 

As you can see, many things have 
been done, but hopefully it’s just the 
Start. 

The river is not just for fishing - 
it’s for boating, canoeing, sightsee- 
ing, and for those who just enjoy the 
outdoors. 

We recently had an environment- 
alist from Auburn University to 
check the river, and after floating 
from the boat ramp to the dam he 
reported ‘‘there isn’t anything 
wrong with the river except that the 
fishing pressure is so great for the 
small stretch of water from the boat

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grant last year the application 
missed funding by 23 points, based 
on a point system used by the federal 
government, Griffith told the 
commissioners that if the same 
application was filed again with 
certain changes, it might be 
approved and told them the areas 
where it could be changed. 

One possible change would be 
the amount of local funding to be 
used in the project, and Griffith 
explained that matching funds were 
not as easy to compute as thought, 
Under the method used to compute 
local funding, ifa $300,000 grant was 
applied for and the local grant was 
called 50 percent, the local funding 
would amount to $150,000, making 
the total of the actual funding 
$450,000. 

The commissioners stated they 
had originally thought that if a 50 
percent local matching amount was 
put up, the county would have to put 
up $150,000 of the $300,000 applied 
for and the grant would also be 
$150,000, making a total of $300,000. 

After being assured by Griffith 
that his calculations were accurate, 
the commissioners agreed to take a 
second look at the grant and make 
possible changes that might lead to 
approval of the grant and bring the 
most grant money possible into the 
county. 

Monday's meeting began at 9 
a.m. with commissioners Robert 
Stevens and Billy Eagerton both 
absent. After the routine approval of 
the minutes for the Feb, 22 meeting, 
the commission opened bids on three 
items. 

HOCO of Ashford was low bidder 
on fuel to be used by the county 
highway department, with a bid of 
$4,929.60, and was awarded the 
contract over Heath Oil, which bid 
$5,135. S&C Materials was the only 
bidder on cold mix, to be used in 
road patching, and its bid of $35 per 
ton was accepted, while the contract 
on steel pilings to be used in bridge 
repairs, was awarded to Foster. 
Company with a bid of $10.62, lower 


ramp to the dam.”’

Remember 
also to support catch-and-release, to 
help keep the fishing good ‘for 
everyone. 

Both bass clubs of Elba are in the 
process of putting up money to stock 
the river, and setting up a meeting 
with our state representatives to see 
what help we can get from the state 
to put the river back in shape. 

We know that many citizens of 
the city of Elba don’t care about 
fishing or the river - period, and we 
respect their right to feel this way. 
Now we're asking for their respect in 
our attempt to make the fishing in 
Pea River the best it can be. 

Again we urge all those who fish 
the river to please obey all Alabama 
game and fish rules. Anyone with 
any suggestions may feel free to call 
or come by and see any Sea Bass 
Club member.

State Wins Lawsuit To 
Construct First 


Veterans Home 


On Tuesday, February 16, 1988, 
the Montgomery Circuit Court ruled 
that Governor Guy Hunt properly 
released $2.25 million in State funds 
for the construction of a State 
Veterans Home. This State money 
will be used to acquire $5 million in 
Federal matching funds. The State 
Veterans Home will be the first such 
home for the State of Alabama and 
will have a 150-bed capacity.

The plaintiffs in the case were 
various private nursing homes locat-, 
ed in Tallapoosa County. These 
private nursing homes contended 
that the construction and operation 


‘Of the State Veterans Home by the. 


State would be illegal and would 
cause the private nursing homes to 
incur operating losses. After a trial 
on the merits, however, the Court 
ruled that the expenditure was legal 
and properly released and that the 
State Veterans Home should go 
forward. 

Currently 36 other States in the 
United States already have one or 
more State Veterans Homes. All of 
these homes were constructed with 
Federal matching funds and consti- 
tute a great benefit tothe veterans of 
the various States.

Tax Law Changes 
Concerning 
Dependent Children. 


Children under the age of 14 may 
find that the Tax Reform Act of 1986 
changes the income taxes they pay in 
1987 on unearned income, according 
to Philip J. Sullivan, Alabama Dis- 
trict Director of Internal Revenue 
Service. 

Unearned income is income such 
as interest, dividends, and other 
investment income. In certain cases, 
the law now requires the child to pay 
taxes on some of his or her unearned 
income at the highest marginal tax 
rate paid by the parents. However, if 
the tax at the child’s own tax rates is 
higher than the tax results from 
using the parents’ tax rates, then the 
tax is computed using the child’s tax 
rates, 

In general, unearned income ,in 
excess of $1,000 is taxed at the 
parents’ highest marginal rates. 
However, the $1,000 threshold is 
raised by the amount of any itemized 
deductions directly connected to the 
unearned income, but only to the 
extent these itemized deductions 
exceed $500. These itemized deduc- 
tions include expenses such as 
custodial fees, investment fees, and 
brokerage fees. 

For instance, ifa dependent child 
under the age of 14 has interest 
income of $1,700 from a savings 
account, $700 of that interest will be 
taxed to the child at the highest 
marginal tax rates of the parents, 
The child will pay tax on $500 of the 
interest at his or her own rate, The 
remaining $500 is not subject to tax 
because the child is entitled to a 
Standard deduction of $500. 

The purpose of this provision is to 
prevent the shifting of income from 
parents to children as a means of 
having family income taxed at the 
child’s lower rate. Under the law, 
however, the provision applies re- 
gardless'of the source of the asset 
which produces the unearned income 
to the child. 

In the case of divorced or 
separated parents, the unearned 
income is taxed to the child at the 
rate of the custodial parent. If the 
parents are married but elect to file 
separately, the income will be taxed 
to the child at the rate of the parent 
with the higher marginal tax rates.

Dear Editor, 

It disturbs us greatly that the 
fishing situation in Pea River has 
decreased greatly over the past few 
years. The river, long a source of 
pride and good catches for local and 
non-local fishermen, recently has 
forced them to do their fishing 
elsewhere. This is a shame because 
the river could be a great resource to 
Elba and = surrounding Coffee 
County, 

We the members of SeaBass 
(Southeast Alabama Bass Associa- 
tion) and Po Boy Bass Clubs of Elba 
are in the process of getting the river 
back in good fishing condition. We= 
have already made many improve- 
ments, such as cleaning out channels 
for larger bass boats, cleaning out 
the boat ramp several times, insert- 
ing fish attractors, and stocking the 
river with fish from our tournaments. 

As you can see, many things have 
been done, but hopefully it’s just the 
Start. 

The river is not just for fishing - 
it’s for boating, canoeing, sightsee- 
ing, and for those who just enjoy the 
outdoors. 

We recently had an environment- 
alist from Auburn University to 
check the river, and after floating 
from the boat ramp to the dam he 
reported ‘‘there isn’t anything 
wrong with the river except that the 
fishing pressure is so great for the 
small stretch of water from the boat 
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grant last year the application 
missed funding by 23 points, based 
on a point system used by the federal 
government, Griffith told the 
commissioners that if the same 
application was filed again with 
certain changes, it might be 
approved and told them the areas 
where it could be changed, 

One possible change would be 
the amount of local funding to be 
used in the project, and Griffith 
explained that matching funds were 
not as easy to compute as thought, 
Under the method used to compute 
local funding, ifa $300,000 grant was 
applied for and the local grant was 
called 50 percent, the local funding 
would amount to $150,000, making 
the total of the actual funding 
$450,000, 

The commissioners stated they 
had originally thought that if a 50 
percent local matching amount was 
put up, the county would have to put 
up $150,000 of the $300,000 applied 
for and the grant would also be 
$150,000, making a total of $300,000. 

After being assured by Griffith 
that his calculations were accurate, 
the commissioners agreed to take a 
second look at the grant and make 
possible changes that might lead to 
approval of the grant and bring the 
most grant money possible into the 
county, 

Monday's meeting began at 9 
a.m. with commissioners Robert 
Stevens and Billy Eagerton both 
absent. After the routine approval of 
the minutes for the Feb, 22 meeting, 
the commission opened bids on three 
items. 

HOCO of Ashford was low bidder 
on fuel to be used by the county 
highway department, with a bid of 
$4,929.60, and was awarded the 
contract over Heath Oil, which bid 
$5,135. S&C Materials was the only 
bidder on cold mix, to be used in 
road patching, and its bid of $35 per 
ton was accepted, while the contract 
on steel pilings to be used in bridge 
repairs, was awarded to Foster. 
Company with a bid of $10.62, lower

State Wins Lawsuit To 
Construct First 
Veterans Home 


On Tuesday, February 16, 1988, 
the Montgomery Circuit Court ruled 
that Governor Guy Hunt properly 
released $2.25 million in State funds 
for the construction of a State 
Veterans Home. This State money 
will be used to acquire $5 million in 
Federal matching funds. ‘The State 
Veterans Home will be the first such 
home for the State of Alabama and 
will have a 150-bed capacity. It will 
be constructed in Alexander City, 
AL, on 15 acres of prime wooded 
property donated by the City, It will 
Serve veterans statewide who are in 
need of long-term skilled nursing 
care. 

The plaintiffs in the case were 
various private nursing homes locat-, 
ed in Tallapoosa County. These 
private nursing homes contended 
that the construction and operation 


“of the State Veterans Home by the 


State would be illegal and would 
cause the private nursing homes to 
incur operating losses. After a trial 
on the merits, however, the Court 
Tuled that the expenditure was legal 


and properly released and that the 


State Veterans Home should go 
forward. 

Currently 36 other States in the 
United States already have one or 
more State Veterans Homes. All of 
these homes were constructed with 
Federal matching funds and consti- 
tute a great benefit tothe veterans of 
the various States.

Offer a wide range of programs and 
services to meet the special needs of 
the veteran and his family.

Tax Law Changes 
Concerning 
Dependent Children 


Children under the age of 14 may 
find that the Tax Reform Act of 1986 
changes the income taxes they pay in 
1987 on unearned income, according 
to Philip J, Sullivan, Alabama Dis- 
trict Director of Internal Revenue 
Service. 

Unearned income is income such 
as interest, dividends, and other 
investment income. In certain cases, 
the law now requires the child to pay 
taxes on some of his or her unearned 
income at the highest marginal tax 
rate paid by the parents. However, if 
the tax at the child’s own tax rates is 
higher than the tax results from 
using the parents’ tax rates, then the 
tax is computed using the child’s tax 
rates. 

In general, unearned income in 
excess of $1,000 is taxed at the 
parents’ highest marginal rates, 
However, the $1,000 threshold is 
raised by the amount of any itemized 
deductions directly connected to the 
unearned income, but only to the 
extent these itemized deductions 
exceed $500. These itemized deduc- 
tions include expenses such as 
custodial fees, investment fees, and 
brokerage fees, 

For instance, ifa dependent child 
under the age of 14 has interest 
income of $1,700 from a savings 
account, $700 of that interest will be 
taxed to the child at the highest 
marginal tax rates of the parents. 
The child will pay tax on $500 of the 
interest at his or her own rate, The 
remaining $500 is not subject to tax 
because the child is entitled to a 
Standard deduction of $500, 

The purpose of this provision is to 
prevent the shifting of income from 
parents to children as a means of 
having family income taxed at the 
child’s lower rate. Under the law, 
however, the provision applies re- 
gardless‘of the source of the asset 
which produces the unearned income 
to the child. 

In the case of 
Separated parents, the 


divorced or 
unearned 


income is taxed to the child at the 
rate of the custodial parent. If the 
parents are married but elect to file 
Separately, the income will be taxed 
to the child at the rate of the parent 
with the higher marginal tax rates.

St. Paul’s dates back to 1832 
when several pioneering families 
traveled from Charleston, S.C., in 
covered wagons to Carlowville, hold: 
ing their first meetings in a bus 
arbor. 

The Beekman, Lee and Alison 
families are credited with forming 
the first Episcopal congregation in 


the area. The present frame building 
was erected in 1839. The columns 
are original and were handmade with 
slave labor. 

Francis Beekman Lee, grandson 
of one of the original families, 
studied for the ministry in New York, 
was ordained in Charleston, and 
came that year to Carlowville to 
begin his 57 years of ministry. 

St. Paul’s was admitted to the 
Diocese of Alabama in 1844, and the 
church was consecrated on April 25, 
1845, by Bishop Nicholas Hamner 
Cobbs, the first Bishop of Alabama.

We've seen lots of tea scale 
damage throughout the county this 
year. If you have a severe problem, it 
will take two or three years to bring it 
under control. 

Control these pests with Orthene 
or Cygon.

Use a 
summer oil plus Diazinon spray in 
early spring and again in the fall to 
help contol this scale problem. 


Pea Planting 


Plant cool-season crops such as 
garden peas of English peas early. 
These crops have a short productive 
life. They’re best suited for gardners 
who have plenty of space. Recom- 
mended varieties include Little 
Marvel, Wando and Victory Freezer. 

Sow seeds two inches in the drill 
in 34 - to 36 - inch rows. Use a low 
wire fence, trellis or short limb to 
support the tall-growing varieties. 


Pond Fertilizing 


Now’s the ideal time to start 
fertilizing bass and bream ponds. 
Bream and bass start eating well and 
growing in late February and early 
March. Fertilizer makes algae grow, 
which leads to an increase in fish 
food production. 

Liquid fertilizers are superior to 
granular fertilizers in promoting 
rapid growth of algae in farm ponds. 
This is because nutrients are already 
in solution, making them more 
rapidly available to the algae. Also, 
smaller applications of liquid fertil- 
izers can be used, which may reduce 
the cost of pond fertilization. 

Common grades of liquid 
ammonium polphosphate fertilizer 
are 10-34-0 and 11-37-0. Liquid 
ammonium orthophosphate, 
commonly sold as a 13-38-0 grade, 
can also be used. Nutrients are found 
in a ratio of about i:3 in liquid 
fertilizers. Any grade of liquid 
fertilizer can be used, as long as 
approximately 3 to 4 pounds of 
phosphorus as P205 are applied per 
application. 

The following standard fertili- 
zation schedule can be used with any 
of the fertilizers and rates reco- 
mmended in the fertilization table.

Safety Rules For Turkey Hunters 


Alabama Game and Fish staff 
want hunters to enjoy a safe and 
successful turkey season (March 19 - 
April 30 in certain Alabama 
counties). To help hunters make the 
most of the season, Hunter Educa- 
tion coordinator James Thornhill 
offers these ‘*Ten Commandments of 
Turkey Hunting,’’ courtesy of the 
National Wild Turkey Federation. 

1. If you choose to stalk a turkey 
do so with extreme caution. The 
chances of getting close enough for a 
shot are slim, but the chances of 
becoming involved in an accident are 
increased, 

2. Eliminate the colors red, white 
and blue from your turkey hunting 
outfit. Red is the color most hunters 
count on to differentiate a gobbler’s 
head from the hen's blue-colored 
head. White can look like the 
snowball-colored top of a gobbler’s 
head. Leave those white tee shirts 


like a turkey to another hunter who 
might be stalking your calls. Position 
yourself so you can see in front and 
to either side. 

8. Camouflage conceals you. It 
does not make you invisible. .When 
turkey hunting, think and act 
defensively. Avoid all unnecessary 
movement, Remember, you are 
visible to both turkeys and hunters 
when you move even slightly. Sitting 
perfectly still will help you harvest 
more turkeys than all the camouflage 
you can wear. 

9. Never shoot at a sound or 
movement, Be 100 percent certain of 
your target before you pull the 
trigger. 

10, When turkey hunting, assume 
that every sound you hear is made by 
another hunter, Once you pull the 
trigger, you can never call that shot 
back.

Select a calling position that 
provides a background as wide as 
your shoulders, and one that will 
completely protect you from the top 
of your head down. Small trees 
won't hide slight movements of your

Video tapes are valuable tools for Human Resource agency 


The popularity of video tapes has 
exploded in recent years, and while 
the uses of the tapes are many and 
range from instructional to simply 
entertainment, the Coffee County 
Dept. of Human Resources has 
compiled a video library that serves 
as both a training tool for depart- 
ment employees and a source of 
information to area civic organiza- 
tions. 

“The workers involved in the 
service units in the department can 
relate better to the video presenta- 
tions by viewing actual cases than 
by simply sitting down and reading 
what experts say is the right way to 
act,’’ stated Service Unit supervisor 
Cathie Hansen. 

‘The actual viewing of cases and 
the methods used are valuable aids 
to the workers and give them the 
confidence that what they are doing 
is an accepted method. The video 
can be used at any time by any 
employee and that makes it easier 
for the employees to view the tapes 
at their leisure. 

“When the state holds work- 
shops, many times the employees 
are tied up for days and their work 
goes undone or is passed to a fellow 
employee, but through the use of the 
videos the employees can even take 
the tapes home and view them 
whenever they want. The video tapes 
in the county department library are 
making our jobs easier and making 
our employees more professional.’’ 

“Some of the best teaching 
available is through the use of the 
video tapes," stated county director 
Ronald Smith. ‘‘The staff members 
are able to view the methods used by 
some of the leading psychologists in 
the nation and the world, It is always 
helpful whenever a member of the 
staff attends a workshop; however, 
this library of tapes makes the 
workshops available to all employees 
seven days a week! 

“The training available through 
the videos can’t be underestimated, 
If a well-trained employee can 
become more effective through the 
use of the tapes it means the entire 
department will benefit and at the 
same time the videos provide a 
means of saving funds needed for 
other purposes. Use of the videos 
prevents constant out-of-department 
training and through this money is 
saved that is needed.’’ 

Video tapes housed in the library 
include Sexual Abuse - The Family; 
Working Together; The Battered 
Child - Page 1; The Battered Child - 
Page 2; The Interview; Investigating 
Cases of Child Abuse; Presenting 
The Case; Abusive Parents; Barb; 
Breaking the Cycle of Child Abuse; 
Listening To Kids; Strong Kids; Safe 
Kids; How Can I Tell If I’m Really in 
Love?; Drug-Free Kids; AIDS and 
the American Family, and State 
Office Foster Care. 

‘The videos deal with protective 


services and the tapes are primarily 
a training tool,’’ stated Smith, “but 
many of them carry an important 
message to young adults and the 
entire community, The tapes are 
shown to many students by members 
of the staff here at the county 
department, and after they are 
viewed a  question-and-answer 


session is held to give the students a 
chance to express their views on 
what they have seen.” 

Coffee County is the only county 
in the state with such a large video 
library and the ability to use the 
tapes as thoroughly in the field of 
training, a fact Smith reluctantly 
admits. 


“The videos are often quite 
frank,’’ stated Smith, ‘‘but the 
messages they deliver are true. The 
tapes are available to area civic 
Organizations as presentations and 
would be an excellent tool for 
teachers to use to better recognize 
possible cases of abuse, neglect or 
drug usage. 


“The tapes are very expensive, 
but if any club or civic group would 
like to show one, they may contact us 
and we’ll be glad to work with 
them.”’

Fatalties dropped on rural 
interstates; however, declining from 
73 to 59, a drop of 23%. 

Traffic fatalities on county roads 
rose from 295 to 321, an increase of
